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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment provides many new claims that were not previously dependent on the base claim 
as now amended. These new claims raise isuses of possible new matter and a new consideration to determine that applicant 
envisioned these subgeneric species with all metals as now claimed, or the methods of use of these subgeneric species with all the 
generic methods as claimed. Further, the new claims include limitations which deviate from the base claim and would require a new 
search and consideration. For example, the conjugate claims would necessitate a modification of the formula of base claim 3 in order to 
bond the MRU thereto, thus requiring a new search to include such modification, which was not previously required as only the capability 
thereof (a precursor), which requires a different chemical moiety was required. 
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
